The above drawing of Vultee 
Aircraft's mechanized final assem­ 
bly line shows the revolutionary 
production developments at the 
California plant in the last few 
months. It is the graphic story 
of how modern airplanes are 
made compared to the methods of 
but a'year or two ago, and shows 
the first mechanized assembly line 
in. the. aircraft industry.

Instead of the old system of 
adding one part at a time to a 
framework and gradually build­ 
ing up a complete plane, Vultee 
breaks the ship down into five 
major units fuselage, tail section, 
engine assembly, center wing sec­ 
tion and outer wings. Each is 
completely   put together in sub- 
assembly departments. Convey­ 
or lines, reach-out finger-like to

bring all five together at the nerve 
center of production ihown above 
where they are joined to make 
the plane ready for flight.

At the right of the picture, tail 
sections are assembled, complete 
with monocoque, stabilizers, rud­ 
ders, elevators and control cabl 
and move around on tracks to the 
center. Meanwhile, at the left, 
skeleton fuselages travel through 
assembly stages on a long U- 
shaped conveyor rail, winding up 
close to their starting point, com­ 
plete with instruments, controls, 
canopies, wiring, etc. A short rail 
section then moves them across to 
the finishing line where they join 
the completed tail sections.

Few Simple Rules of Landscape 
Design Make for Better Gardens

A happy family planting lawn 

and shrubs around their new 
home is good to sec. At the rate 
if h°me building now going on, 
here is a lot of joy in store 
or Southern California. There is 
lard work digging and grading, 
rith the elemental joy of sweat- 
ng and working in the earth.
There is pleasure in handling 

iretty plants. There is hope that 
t will look well. And there is 
iride of accomplishment. All the 
lard work and, expense should 
produce a pleasing result. Usual- 

thai Is the case, at least at 
irst. But will It be pleasing 
fter a few years? Look around.
There is one rule that will al- 

lost insure satisfaction, and 
hat is: Make a plan first. This 
ilan nocd not be a work of art, 
. a model of draftsmanship. A

Plan to Scale
Then in the back yard a con-

Even though some of the con­

struction must be postponed un­ 
til next spring, or next year, or 
for several years, a plan will 
avoid tearing down what has 
been done, or cutting out shrubs 
or trees,-grown too big to move. 
But it is important that drawing 
be approximately to scale.

Notice that the back yard 
comes first. More could and 
should be written about the 
back yard, for there is where 
most of the living Is done. How­ 
ever, friends and neighbors sec 
.the <front .yard first, and simple 
principles apply to the whole 
place. Here are the A, B, C's 
of Landscape Design:

A stand's for Open Spaces. A 
smooth green area of lawn Is 
pleasing and restful. Flower beds 
and pretty flowering shrubs may 
be planted In bays In the bord­ 
er. An open lawn gives a feel­ 
ing of larger space. And what 
is mart fun than a family game 
of croquet, or just to sit under 
a tree and, watch the play of 
shadows on the lawn?

B means to plant in masses. 
An ordinary lot does not allow 
for large masses, but the prin­ 
ciple may be achieved by limit­ 
ing the varieties used. There is 
room for only two or three kinds 
of plants in front of a 40-foot 
lot. Here, again, simplicity and 
repetition suggest distance; 
make the small place seem a 
little larger.

C naturally stands for curved 
Unu. That means large, gentle

scmbly departments. Meanwhile, 
at the upper left of the picture, 
on a balcony, another assembly 
line is joining motor with engine 
mount and attaching controls, pip­ 
ing and other "plumbing." A 
chain-driven overhead tonveyor 
carries the complete engine as­ 
semblies high overhead to^the 
center of the picture where they 
drop from a hoist to the i lanes 
below. Farther down, outer wings 
come through the paint shop to 
be attached to the ships. Beyond 
that point controls are adjusted, 
final inspection made, and Vultec 
planes roll out of the shop'and 
"into the blue."

Smaller Plants Better
Three A, B, C's might be ex 

tended through D, E, F to thi 
end of the alphabet. But only i 
few may be mentioned now. Con 
vcnlence is of prime importance 
in the back yard. Dignity and 
restraint spell "quality" at th 
front entrance. A lovely view 
may be framed by shrubs, and 
an unlovely sight screened by a 
tree.

Here is a practical suggestion 
Plants bought in smaller sizes 
usually make better growth 
eventually. They are easier to 
handle, and cheaper, too. It is 
well, however, to know how 
large they will grow and plan 
them far enough apart. Annua 
flowers will quickly and beauti­ 
fully cover the temporary bare 
ness.

Council Authorizes County 

Aid in Civil Service Set-Up
A service contract with the County of Los Angeles setting 

up standardized personnel system governing all employees of thi 
city of Torrance, excepting those In the police and fire depart

ing Friday afternoon. The action was taken upon request of th 
Torrance Civil Service board. JL

Under the terms of the con­ 
tract, which must be approved 
by the Board of Supervisors, the 
County Civil Service Commission
will take over the entire task of 
setting up a system for Tor­ 
rance. The cost for the first 
year Is estimates, on a basis of 
70 employees, at $475; and for 
subsequent, years when the 
county board will confine Its ac­ 
tivities to conducting examina­ 
tions alone, the cost (on the 
basis of 70 employees), will be 
reduced to $286 per year.

It is alro planned to have the 
county board take over similar 
functions governing employees 
of the police and fire depart-

ance of the fiscal year, and tha 
when the system Is in smootl 
working order, that the service 
of the county be limited to ex
amlnatlons. It Is expected tha 
several weeks will be require 
to secure approval of the con 
tract by the County Board o 
Supervisors.

J. A. Evans, recent candidate 
for the city council, protested 
the expenditure, stating it looks 
like "money thrown away." Ev 
ans said he. thought the city 
ought to be able to get men on 
the civil service board with in­ 
telligence enough to set up a 
system to determine if candi 
dates were qualified for the jobs

that most cities had had experi­ 
enced men set up their civil ser­ 
vice systems.

Classifications Set Up 
Services to be performed by 

the County Civil Service Board, 
as outlined in a letter to the 
city council from the Torrance 
Civil Service Board arc as fol­ 
lows:

"CLASSIFICATIONS. The 
County will contact each em­ 
ployee of the City of Tor- 
i unco (except employees of 
the Police and Fire Depart­ 
ments, which are already un­ 
der civil service — Ordinance 
249), and have him tell just 
what his duties are, on pre­ 
pared forms, which will be 
signed by hint, his foreman 
and department head. The 
forms will be made out In 
triplicate; cne copy to be fur- 
nlshed our local Board; one 
copy to be retained by Uie em­ 
ployee; and the County keep* 
the orlg'mal. From the Infor­ 
mation obtained on these 
questionnaires, nnd through 
personal contact, the County 
\vtll classify and gratle each 
employee, with recommenda­ 
tions as to rates of pay — 
giving iw the benefit of the 
Information they have obtained 
from the other ten cities with 
which they have such service 
contracts. They will also fur­ 
nish us with a suggested sal­ 
ary ordinance for adoption by 
the City of Torrance, which Is 
necessary for budgeting pur­ 
poses.

"Examinations: The County 
will personally conduct exam­ 
inations required by the City 
of Torrance to establish eli­ 
gible lists for all departments, 
and will conduct as many ex- 
animations as may be neces­ 
sary, during the term of our 
contract. The County will print 
the notices of examinations 
and supply the City- with all 
necessary forms of applica­ 
tions, etc., ready to be mailed 
or distributed to the appli­ 
cants. The applications will be 
filed with our personnel c'.crk 
for acceptance. All applications 
that have been qualified tukl 
accepted by us will then DC 
sent to the County who will 
notify the' candidates when and 
where to appear for examina­ 
tion. The County Board of 
Examiners will then come 
down to Torrance and conduct 
the examination. Our local 
loard will have the privilege 
if being present while such 
'xumlnatlons are being con­ 
ducted, and we are also priv­ 
ileged to have one member of 
our Board set an a 'Rater' U 
desired. Upon completion of 
examinations, together with 
letter* of reference will be 
turned over to the City for fil­ 
ing. The application papers will
